genuine and well developed cases of 
hookworm. Dr. Jackson has seen 
[the afflicted parties, boys of about 
seventeen and twenty years of age, 
and he says they have every symp- 
•-••;» ot the malady that is now claim- 
ing so much attention ot the medi- 
cal fraternity. 

These boys live about twenty-five 
miles from iiopklnsvllle and in the 
roughest portion of the county, and 
for that reason Dr. Jackson lias not 
yet been able to apply testa to the 
patients to determine fully wheber 
or not tbey are afflicted with hook- 
worm. He intends to bring them to 
town at the first opporunity and 
make a corroborative diagnosis, 
which he confidently expecta to sus- 
tain his preliminary opinion as to 
the nature of the trouble. 

Both cases are supposed to have 
appeared about five or six years ago. 
Since that time the older boy has 
iM lined to such an extent that his 
mind was considerably affected and 
It was In this regard that Dr. Jack- 
son was first called In. After a care- 
ful examination ho decided that it 
waa hookworm that was causing the 
trouble and ho administered reme- 
dies accordingly and when be next 
saw the patient he found him much 
Improved, thus bearing out his diag- 
nosis. The second boy, who is 
about seventeen years of age. has 
never developed since he was about 
thirteen and Dr. Jackson ascribes 
this to the workings of the hook- 
worm. 

The boys are brothers and belong 
to a respected white family of the 
extreme northern portion of this 
county, and so fur are the only ones 
who have shown the alarming symp- 
toms. For the present t 
are being withheld. When Dr. Jack- 
son makes his final test he will 
probably call iu the other physicians 
in the town and county so that all 
■nay get Hie benefit of Ftudyiug the 
cases in bund.

The Importer on tha 
one hand and the manufacturer oa 
the other were present to give their 
fallible judgments, affected by tbelr 
own pecuniary Interest*, as to tha 
facts under investigation. Men who 
were struggling to And the trutfc 
were greatly perplexed by the con- 
flicting testimony. 

lines Kor f urther Inquiry. 
The Urlff -bill authorises tha 
president to expend $75,000 in em- 
ploying persons to assist him in 
administration of the maximum and 
minimum clause and to assist hint 
and other officers of the government 
In the administration of tho tariff 
law. I have construed this to mean 
that I may use the board appointed 
under bis power not only to look in- 
to the foreign tariff* but also to ex- 
amine the question with respect to 
each item in our tariff bill, what tho 
cost of production of the merchandise 
taxed is, and what its cost Is abroad. 

"This is not an easy tusk for Im- 
partial experts, and It requires •> 
large force. 1 expect to apply to 
congress this year for $250,000 to

desire to avail themselves of tho 
record in this way any subsequent, 
revision may be carried on with tho 
aid of data obtained officially an*" 
without regard to it* argumentl*«> 
effect upon the question of raisins;

"Taken as a whole, therefore. I do 
not hesitate to repeat that the Re- 
publican party has substantially 
compiled with its promise in respect;

can be properly snd sufely 0xed. 

"An investigation by the tariff 
board of the sort proposed certainly 
will lake a full two year* or more.

TIIK ATTITI'l'K OF PARTI KS 
Which party most truly represents 
the people and Is the most to be 
rusted: the one. which clings to lt« 
Irat formed po"<le*. or ,ho ono 
which constantly changes? This 
tuestlon Is Important In the preson' 
mtlonal situallon. 

Democratic leaders call the Re 
•ubllcan party a party of opportun- 
sm. because its leaders from time 
o time have not hesitated to change 
Tront on questions, and the attltud" 
if the present administration and Us 
predecessors, for Instance, would 
have been regarded as dangerous 
radicalism by parly lenders a dozen 
years ago. Republican leaders dc- 
lare the Democratic party If arch- 
aic, clinging to policies of a century 
igo Instead of the fundamental prin- 
ciples, which piade those policies 
•xpedient then and inexpedient now 
The answer depends much upo.i 
the way a person regards a political 
party. If he looks upon a party as 
■iomthlng apart from the people, and 
composed of politicians, .the people 
having only the choice between two 
8 J||rulera. aa It were, then the Democra- 
tic theory is best; because one would 
know at all times he could expe- 1 
from that party free trade, state 
rights and strict, unchanging con- 
struction of the federal constitution. 

On the other hand, If he regards a 
political party simply as the plastic 
instrumentality by which the will of 
the people Is to be recorded, the Re- 
publican party more nearly conforma 
to hla Ideal; for even while It Is in 
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With the state of Kentucky in 
debt so deep that It can't expect to 
pay out soon, the state senate has 
adopted a resolution appropriating 
$4,200 "to pay for the extra help 
for the senate." Has this august 
i ? I body suddenly become so Impor- 
tant that the members of it have to 
be provided With body guards and 
served their "morning's morning" 
by a special messenger? Such un- 
neccHsary expenditures of the peo- 
ple's money seems to be a hobby 
with the present general assembly.
